GREELEY, Colo. (UPI) 
— A speeding passenger 
train crashed into a school 
bus at a rural crossing this 
morning. 


Twenty children 
were killed. 
Fourteen others were hurt, three 
critically. The dead were taken 
to an unused National Guard Ar­ 
mory here. A spokesman at the 
Weld County Hospital here said 
its emergency room was filled 
with the injured. 


The 
train, a 
Union 
Pacific 
stream liner nearly two hours late 
on its run toward Denver 60 miles 
south, crashed into the right rear 
of the bus in sub-zero tem pera­ 
tures.

arrived 
shortly afterw ard said “ the kids 
were strung all over the terri­ 
tory.” 


Greeley policeman Clarence Ol­ 
iver said there were 20 bodies in 
the makeshift morgue at the ar­ 
mor)*. 


The train hit the bus at the right 
rear, chopped off and demolished 
the rear section. Children — sur­ 
vivors and the dead and dying— 
were scattered over the frozen 
ground among seats. Christmas 
cards, 
bloody 
notebook paper, 
books, and parts of sack lunches. 
A girl’s hair ribbon was found in 
the wreckage.' 


W reckage was scattered more 
than 400 feet. The rear section of 
the bus was carried 455 feet down 
the right of way. 


Authorities said the train was 
not derailed and had continued on I 
to Denver. No one aboard the j 
Union Pacific stream liner appar- 1 
ently was hurt, the state patrol 
said.
